In the average, it was not more 
tmportant than other years, and materially 
less than last season. ; 

The acreage is considered to'be almost the 
same as last season, showing,only a slight 
increase of newly cultivated Iands. Mitafifi 
continues to occupy the largest proportion, 
whereas Abbassi and Joanhovich have been 
slightly reduced this season.

This has naturally directed attention to the 
new system of identifying criminals-by their 
fingtr-marks, a system which it is claimed 
gives far greater certainty of freedom from 
possible error than even the Bertillon system 
of minute measurements adopted in France ; 
and which Sir Robert Anderson, the first 
British authority on criminology, says “can 
only er? by & carelessness so gross that [ 
would make its cummittal a. breach of disci- 
pline, aud punish :t severely,” 


‘This’ confidence is shared by the, many 
scientists and experts who have tested the 
system. Dr. Francis Galton, F.RS., although 
he hardly’ gors so Tar as to assert, as some do, 
that on the fingers of everyone's hand at the 
time of birth there are certain marks that 
remain until death, holds that at any rate 
from six years old and opwards there is no 
ditheulty for those who understand the matter, 


Dr. Dixon Mann in ““Porencie Medivine” 
sccepts the view that the papillary ridges on 
the inner surface of the hands afford twenty- 
five to thirty agg points of reference, 
“every one of them, With the rarest excep- 
tions, being absolutely permanent and persistent 
throughout life.” 
os -* 

And of these distinct points of reference, as 
far a8 has been ascertained up to the present, not 
more than three are alike in any two persons ; 
wherever four bave been observed the impres- 
sions have come from the same individual. 


This it is, of course,that gives its great value 
to any system of identification based on the 
finger-marks of individuals,andifit is necessary 
in the future to make assurance doubly~ sure, 
this may easily, I should imagine, be done by 
extending to the lines ofthe palms the obser- 


vations now limited to fipger-marks.

But asthis would savour of palmistry pothaps 
it is too much to expect an extension of the 
system in that direction. That seiénco—and it 
is a science, however imperfectly understood— 
must wait awhile longer before its value is 
appreciated, and before men will risk their 
reputations by acknowledging ‘what, . never- 
theless is privately recognised pretty exten- 
sively as having more than “something in. it.”

What had that life changed to ?. had it evolved 
into a*higher phase or had all the wonderful 
creative skill been simply wasted and barren 
of result ?

of mankind, eternal life, everlasting misery, 
and so on and so forth, and often dares calm!y 
to prophesy damhation for those who do not see 
throngh his spectacles, instead of recognising 
with the poet Tennyson that he is

Such a comparison is, however, beyond the 


scope of this note, and wa must therefore 
confine ourselves to the Report of the Com- 
mission. In some points this is perfeotly 
sound, as for instance in the recommenda- 
tion that the assets of the Railways should 
be capitalised and the financial working of 
the lines be referred to the nominal capi- 
tal thts obtained. This would have the great 
and argently needed result of simplifying 
the .eccounts and thereby facilitating the work 
of all the. departments. But in other matters 
the Commission have been less sucoessfal. 
Under the head of “Traffic Management” it 
proposed that this should be divided into 
“not more than four or five” departments 
and then goes on to say that these would 
“naturally fall into the groups of Traffic, 
Accounts, Ways and Works, Mechanical and 
Electrical 
chase.” So far from being “natural” this 
grouping is essentially artificial and defective. 
To the merest outsider the placing of the 
Accounts Department second in the list is 
in itself suggestive of a curious confusion 
of ideas, for it is sufficiently obvious that 
the acconnts department of any large com- 
mercial undertaking must be either the con- 
trolling head or the sustaining base. Nor 
has the Commission said a word upon the 
most important question as to which of the 
two poésible methods of handling the ac- 
counts is to be preferred, whether one ac- 
count department should keep the accounts 
of all the branches and ramifications of the 
whole service, or whether 
should keep its own accounts ; leaving it to 
the special Account Department to bring 
the results obtained into a general account. 
Both methods possess advantages and dis- 
advantages, but to decide which would be 
the better for~the State Railways to adopt, 
would require an elaborate study of the exist- 
ing organisation and of the system of accounts 
now in use.

So far as I have been able to learn, the 


method at present in vogue, the centralisation 
ofthe accounts, necessitates a vast amount of 
correspondence, which in the course of a year 
must absorb a very considerable sum for the 
payment of purely clerical labour, and it is 
certainly worth the while of the Administra- 
tion to try whether some of this, at all events, 
could not be avoided by a judicious distribution 
of responsibility. 


As I have said, an outsider can do nothing 


more than point out the possibility, or perhaps 
I may say, the probsbility of the Administra- 
tion being able to effect an important saving 
by the revision of the present system, bat it is 
assuredly one ofthe very first points that should 
receive attention if the ‘Administration is ce- 
riously bent upon putting its house in order. 


Whether the suggestion made by the Com- 


mission as to the formation of a Conncil be 
simply an obvious adaptation of the “Board” 
of an ordinary railway company, or has been 


derived from the Indian Railway Board propos- 
carried out by the Indian Government, the 
idea is a good one, provided that the members 
chosen are really practical men. The duties 
assigned to this Council, as well as its powers, 
should however be strictly limited to those 
given to the Board of an English railway 
company. 

Under the Council the Commission propose 
to place a “General Manager,” an official 
greatly needed, his work being at present 
mainly done by the Traffic Manager, who has 
quite work enough of his own without it, bat 
I do not agree with the Commission as to the 
duties that should be given to this official, Of

they were in reality little: better than a horde 
of savage and illitarate men-at-arms, who cared 
for nothing but booty, no matter whence it 
came. It was dangerous for the Viceroy to 
bold terms with them. It was still more so 
that he should be known to have been defied. 
The favour of the Porte always went to the 
strongest : in an instant the Albanians, who 
were ready to murder for him while prosperous, 
might be hired to slay him, if good fortune 
deserted him for a single day. He could not 
eat without the dread of being poisoned. Let 
those who have never been, compelled to make 
a choice between innocence and greatness, 
crime and ruin, pass judgment upon him ; 
while others are content to remember how far 
trom the path of right the best natares 
have been hurried by the promptings of 
fear and the lust of dominion. If jadged 
wholly by our notions, the massacre of the 
Beys was indeed an act of inhuman treachery. 
Bat it cannot be looked upon with the same 
feelings of horror that we attach to similar 
crinies which have been perpetrated by Chris- 
fian princes—the butchery of the Swedish 
nobility by Christian II, and the slaughter of 
th Templars by Philip the Fair: it more 
pearly resembles the destruction of the Janis- 
saries, which was effected some years later 
at Constantinople. 
A JUST ESTIMATE. 

“If jadged, then, by* the public opinion of 
his countrymen and co-religionists, the Viceroy 
would be at once absolved. It is not saying 
too much to assert that there was perhaps not

MUHAMED ALY'S AGITATION. 


“It is said that hardly bad the cortége 
begun to defile when Mohamed Aly became 
unquiet. His uneasy movements betrayed his 
emotion. When he heard the first discharge 
ot musketry his agitation increased to a 
degree quite uncontrollable. He grew pale 
and trembled. Perhaps be feared that his 
orders would be executed by faltering hands, 
and that » bloody struggle might. end in 
his own ruin and murder, Perhaps he re- 
peuted. ‘I'he sight of wounded -prisoners and 
trunkless heads soon* dispelled all appreben- 
sion tur his own safety, but could not restore 
compusure to his face nor to his mind. At 
length the Genoese Mendrici, one of his 
physicians; entered the apartment where he 
sat,-aud approaching him said, witha gay 
air, such as only an Italian could have 
assumed under such circumstances, “I'he affair 
is oyer; this is a happy ‘day for your 
Highness.’ ‘Ibe Viceroy replied nothing, bat 
his silence was expressive, and opening his 
parched tips, be gasped out a call for 


water. 


THE FINALE. 

‘I've bouses of the Memlooks were given 
up to plunder. ‘hey were stricken down, 
buying and selling, feasting and marrying. 
Immense spoils were fuund. Urders were given 
to extermiuate all who could be found in 
the city.. Pomishment was denounced against 
apy one’ known to harbour them or to faci- 
litate their escape. For two whole days the 
pillage: went on unchecked. Then the Viceroy, 
in bis robes of ceremony, made a solemn 
procession through the city and putan end 
to the sack. ‘hose who escaped the general 
massacre were permitted to retire where they 
pleased, and to remain unmolested. It is 
said that about four hundred and forty, with 
their chief Ibrahim Bey, were murdered in 
the Citajiel. In the city aud the country it 
is supposed that no less than twelve hondrea 
more were sacrificed.” 

It may be asked how Murray could look 
with calmuess, even with admiration, op 
-the wuthur of such a deed of which, when 
he came to Egypt, be beard from tbe lips 
of men who bad witnessed it im all the hi- 
deous details. Mirray could ouly say that 
the destruction of the Memlooks was a reform 
necessary to all other reforms : they frustrated 
all Mohamed Aly's plans, they had twice at- 
tempted his assassination ; he had to play 
the game according to their rules or—lose it. 

WAS IT A NECESSITY? 

“It is clear that Mohamed Aly had been 
guilty ofa great crime. The offence cannot 
be vindicated. Yet in order that the censure 
way be justly apportioned to the transgression, 
the circumstances of thecriminal and of the 
time must be taken into consideration. The 
destruction of the power of the Memlooks was 
a reform necessary to all other reforms. Thr 
rule was tainted with all the vices of oriental 
despotism, and with all the vices i le 
from the dominion of race over race. ‘I'he 
contlicting pretensions of the chigfs had pro- 
duced a series of crimes and disasters such as 
can hardly be foand elsewhere in the history 
of the world. A succession of dissolute San- 
giacs, sunk in indolence and debauchery, 
rioted away life, eating opium, fondling con- 
cubines, and listening to buffoons, or they 
roused themselves only to indulge in wholesale 
murders. ‘The wealth of all Egypt. would not 
have purchased their allegiance to any Govern- 
ment ; no benefits could conciliate, no compact 
could bind them. 

ORIENTAL FOLITICS. wo 

“Oriental politics atea fearful game. Moha- 
med Aly was not only struggling for empire, 
but for life and liberty. Fear is the most cruel 
of passions, and he was beset by powerful, wily, 
and implacable enemies. He had been for 
some time at peace with them, when they had 
twice tried to murder him, and had frustrated 
all his plans. He knew that to temporise with 
them was vseless, and to punish them im- 
possible. Where there is no law, there will 
always be violence. There must be some 
check on strong and reckless men. There was 
not one among the Beys who, ina sound state 
cf society, might not have been tried and 
executed sa a traitorous disturber of the 
public peace. They were far worse than the 
Scottish chiefs who provoked the massacre of 
Glencoe. They wére more dangerous than the 
nobles of the League who distracted the 
Government of the last Valois. ‘Their, horse, 
their clothes, their strength, their fine arms, 
have invested them with the same kind otf 
fomance which lingers argund the. splendid 


who would have hesitated for a moment to act 
as he did. Mobamedans are not educated on 
the same principle as we are. ‘hey are accus- 
tomed from infancy to bloodshed; and punish- 
ments such as make™ our Christian nature 
shudder.'I'hey kill remorselessly without passing 
among each other for ferocious or cruel. 
A man who will ordor his servant to jump into 
the-sea to save a locust from drowning would 
put out the eyes of a political rival, or maim 
and torture him to death, without compunc- 
tion. The religion of Mohamed is of the sword 
and not of peace. It has always consecrated 
the violence and legalised the excesses of con- 
querors. * ‘The fall of the Beys was an inestim 
abla boon to Egypt: the fall of Mohamed Aly 
would have rendered her fature hopeless.” 

Murray claimed Yor Mohamed Aly that be 
was a great ruler, but :— 

“Not a single great ruler in history can be 
absolved by a judge who fixes his eye inexor- 
ably on one or-two upjustifiabie acta, With 
respect to the murder of the Memiooks, the 
charge against Mohamed Aly, when fairly 
considered, will amount to this, that he was 
neither better nor worse than other persons of 
his age and country ; that the founder of a 
new dynasty in the East can hardly escape 
some cruel acts ; and that he formed no excep- 
tion to the common rule.” 

As to the internal administration founded 
by Mohamed Aly, Murray admits that in 
many »respects it was faulty; but it was in 
finitely better than anything that had preceded 
4t since the beginning of ‘l'urkish rule. 

“Whoever seriously considers what it is to 
construct from the beginning, in a country 
which had been for centuries the scene of 
raping, violence, and anarchy, the whole of a 
machine 80 vast and complicated as a Govern- 
ment, will allow that what Mohamed Aly 
effected deserves great praise. No Mussulman 
sovereign, since the brilliant domination of the 
Arabs in Spain, can be compared with him. 
His justice and toleration were fully equal to 
that of Saladin. His enlightenment surpassed 
that of the most famous of the Ualiphs of Bag- 
dad. Defective as was the policy, heavy as were 
the public burthens, the oldest men in Egypt 
could not recollect a time of equal security and 
general prosperity. For the first time since the 
reign of Amasis the province was placed under 
a governor strong evough to prevent others 
from robbing, and not inclined to play the 
robber himself. The thanks of the traveller and 
the stranger are also surely due to him who 
bas made Egypt almost as safe as Yorkshire, 
and far safer than some of the counties in 
Ireland.” ri, 


PERSONAL ADMINISTRATION. 


Of Mohamed Aly’s personal methods of ad- 
ministration many curious anccdotes are given. 
Here is one which he used to tell to Murray 
as reflecting creditably on his own sagacity as 
a raler :— 

‘ “Stopping once upon his way from Alex- 
andria to Cairo, and hdving determined upon 
making a canal, he sent for the chief engineer 
of the province, Having given him the length, 
breadth; and depth of the canal required, he 
asked the engineer in what space of time he 
would undertake to make it.

Except on rare occasions when a vessel of 
the United States Navy visits Egyptian 


steamers and 2,000 sailing vessels clearing 
from Alexandria annually ; and of the 3,791 
vessels passing through the Suez Canal in 
1903, with a net canal tonnage of 12,000,000 
tons, the American flag was carried on only 12 
(possibly Governmént colliers), with a tonnage 
of 23,612 As these 12 steamers passed through 
the canal, it follows that they were not charged 
with cargo for Egypt, and as no vessel flying 
the American flag came into an Egyptian port 
with cargo, the natural inference would be that 
there was no commercial intercourse whatever 
between the two countries; bat I have already 
pointed out the fallacy of this. That any goods 
at all are entered as coming from the United 
States is probably due to shippers consigning 


banks,the shipping documents being transferred 
to the actual consignee on his accepting the 
drafts which accompany them. For various 
reasons orders for American manufactures and 
goods are by preference sent to agents in Eng- 
Jand and on the Continent, and these goods 
being trans-shipped at Liverpool, London, Hall, 
Antwerp, Marseilles, etc., and loaded on other 
vessels from these ports trading to Egypt, are 
credited to the countries from which they are 
last shipped.
